Claims 1,6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kiss 
'994 in view of Bruno '674. 

Kiss teaches a barium titanate having a particle size less than 800 angstroms (80 
nm) but differs as to what the surface area is. See the claims. 

Bruno (see col. 2) describes the process of Kiss and teaches that Kiss obtains 

barium titanate having a surface area of 12.5 and higher. 

Where the examiner has found a substantially similar product as in the applied 
prior art the burden of proof is shifted to the applicant to establish that their product is 
patentably distinct, In re Brown, 173 USPQ 685, In re Fessmann, 180 USPQ 324, In re 
Spada, 15 USPQ2d 1655, In re Fitzgerald, 205 USPQ 594, and MPEP 2113. 



Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Japan 06- 
305729 or Japan 1 1-228139 or Japan 07-069635. 
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JP 729 and JP '139 and JP '635 each suggest the instantly claimed product. 

See the search report for corresponding WO00/3581 1 .
